Members of the Free State Government 
will have a busy time from to-day till the 
eve of the election. During the week 
President Cosgrave will visit Swinford, 
Charlestown, Letterkenny, Donegal and 
Cashel, as well as a number of small 
towns in his constituency. He will ad- 
dress his last meeting before the election 
in Carlow next Tuesday at 9 o’clock. 

Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Justice, is 
to speak at Granard, Ballymahon, 
Athlone and Mullingar to-day ; Drogheda 
on Friday, Limerick on Saturday, Ennis 
on Sunday, Monaghan on Monday, Cork 
on Tuesday, and Naas on Wednesday. 

Messrs. McGilligan and Fitzgerald will 
be engaged chiefly in Co. Cork, and will 
address meetings in Kilmallock, Charle- 
ville and Mallow. (to-day); Fermoy, 
Midleton, Youghal, Queenstown, Kinsale, 
Bandon, Skiberreen, Bantry, Millstreet, 
Macroom, etc. 

The Ministers’ tour of Co. Cork con- 
cludes on Sunday, when they will have 
addressed nineteen meetings in five days. 

Yesterday election meetings were held 
in virtually every constituency. 

President Cosgrave, at a meeting in 
Dublin, analysed a pamphlet issued by 
Fianna Fail about bank deposits and 
population, and said that figures could be 
made to show anything.

MR. WALLER’S CANDIDATURE. 


THE BOUNDARY BUREAU. 

A meeting in support of Mr. Bolton C. 
Waller, one of the candidates for Dublin 
University, was held in the Examination Hall 
of Trinity College yesterday afternoon. The 
Rev. R. M. Gwynn, B.D., F.,T.C.D., pre- 
sided. 

A group of undergraduates who had 
gathered at the end of the hall interrupted 
all the speakers, with the exception of Miss 
Cunningham. 

At the outset the Chairman appealed for 
an attentive hearing for Mr. Waller, who, he 
_ said, had the courage to challenge the sitting 
members for the University. In doing that, 
Mr. Waller was doing a real service: he was 
attempting to make the representation of 
the University a real thing. There was a 
danger of the representation becoming a 
skeleton representation. They ought all to 
be grateful to him—— 

' We are not,”” shouted an undergraduate 
from the back of the hall. 

ALLEGED WEAKNESS. 

The Chairman said that some people asked 
why they did not let the existing members 
continue to represent them. His answer to 
that was that they were considered to be 
weak in some points. (Cries of “ No, no.” 
Cheers and counter-cheers. 

“ Thev are,” declared . Gwynn, “ weak 
in most important respects. You want some- 
bedy who is willing to make statesmanship 
his primary business of life, and we have 
found such a person in Mr. Waller, who is 
anxious to get the chance to serve Ireland 
in public life.” (Cheers and counter-cheers. ) 

Mr. T. C. Tobias, ex-Sch.T.C.D., barrister- 
at-law, was received with shouts and cheers. 
and some missiles were thrown. He said 
that “"r. Waller was a man of energy and 
courage, of vision and of wide outlook. 

When Mr, Tobias remarked that Mr. 
Waller was opposed to compulsory Irish the 
interrupters as well as the audience joined 
in a great cheer; but counter-cheers and 
noise greeted his statement that “ the sit- 
ting members are still sitting on the fence.” 

“1 am not aware,” said Mr. Tobias, “' that 
any of the retiring members approached any- 
budy as early as did Mr. Waller. They never 
came near me till the eleventh hour.” 

At this point there was much shouting and 
cheering by the students. 

_ Sir Robert Tate, F.,T.C.D., appealed to the 
interrupters to “ play the game.’’ 

Mr.- Tobias said that he did not think it 
right when Mr. Waller had been in the field 
that certain people who had got ‘‘cold feet ”’ 
should use influence to get him to withdraw, 
in order that the other three members should 
be elected. That, he commented, was not 
playing the game. (Cries of “ No, no,” and

THE CANDIDATE. 

Mr. Waller was applauded by one section 
of the audience, while another called on him 
to sit down. When quiet had been restored, 
he said that he intended to put before them 
the programme which, if élected, he would 
follow ; But certain things had happened within 
the last few days which compelled him to 
address himself to other questions funda- 
mental to the University and the whole ques- 
tion of the election.

That was the sole right of 
the electors. Otherwise the electors would 
be disfranchised. 

“ Are we,” asked Mr. Waller, “ satisfied 
with the present men?’ and shouts of 
'" No, no,” came from the undergraduates, 
This gave rise to hearty laughter, 
and Mr. Waller remarked: “I am glad you 
are not satisfied with all your present repre- 
sentatives and that you agree with me. Vote 
for me.” (Applause, and shouts of “ No, 
bas.

If that compulsory policy went on, there 
could be no doubt they would dig deeper 
the trench that divided the Free State from 
Northern Ireland.

EXPENDITURE. 
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MR. JOHN GOOD’S POLICY. 

The meeting held by Mr. John Good, Inde- 
vendent business candidate for County Dub- 
in, in the Rathmines Town Hall, last night, 
passed off very quietly. 

Sir Simon Maddock, who presided, said 
that Mr. Good had given four years’ faithful 
service in the Dail. There never as a time in 
the history of the State when there was a 
greater need for men of Mr. Good’s type in 
the Legislature. His record in the Dail was 
well known. He had been independent in thé 
best sense of the term. Not only was he a 
successful business man, but he was also 
— with a deep sense of public responsi- 

ility and civic pride. 

THE CANDIDATE, 

Mr. Good, who was received with applause, 
said that the problems before them were ex- 
ceedingly important. They were at a crisis 
in their history which might involve them in 
very, serious trouble, and he thought that they 
were all agreed they had enough trouble, and 
did not want any more. One big question 
for the future Dail would be that of finance 
and the financial policy of the Government. 
In that connection he was sure that they 
would all appreciate the reduction made in 
income tax and in other charges. The only 
regret he had was that the reductions were not 
the result, as one would like to see; in reduc- 
tion of expenditure. All parties in the last 
Dail were agreed that expenditure should be 
reduced, and in the next Dail they should 
concentrate on that point. 

The expenditure and burden of taxation 
to-day as greater than the country could 
carry. It was at the root of most of the de- 
pression in industry, and was almost entirely 
responsible for the large measure of unem- 
ployment 

Mr. Good went on to refer to the fact that 
the Government by one of its last acts 
had set up a Departmental Committee 
to inquire into public expenditure. 
“But,” he said, ‘‘the problem is too big 
and too vast to be solved by such a Com- 
mittee. It is a question very largely of policy 
and method, and I am satisfied that it is a 
problem that will not be solved by the De- 
partmental Committee. It is a problem too 
vast and too big for such a Committee.”’ 

The Free State Government, he said, was 
modelled on that of Great Britain, and he 
had yet to learn why sach a method should 
be adopted in a country of only three million. 
(Applause.)

BANK DEPOSITS. 


MR. COSGRAVE CRITICISES A 
PAMPHLET. 


At a meeting under the auspices of the 
Central Branch of Cumann na nGaedheal in 
Clery’s Restaurant, Dublin, last night, 
President Cosgrave delivered a lengthy 
address on the policy of the Government 
Party. Mr. M. P. Rowan presided. 

President Cosgrave said that he proposed 
to refer to two publications which had been 
issued by Mr. de Valera’s organisation. The 
first was a statement made by Mr. de Valera 
some time ago contradicting the statement 
which fé (President Cosgrave) had mace 
that when they were considering the questi: n 
of appointing pleninotentiaries for the London 
negotiations in 1921 he had proposed Mr. 
de Valera. . Mr. de Valera had stated inat 
he had not refused to go, and that there 
was no seconder to his (the President's) 
proposal. 

The facts of the case were that the Cabinet 
of Dail Eireann consisted of seven members, 
including Mr. de Valera. Three voted for 
Mr. de Valera as a plenipotentiary, and three 
voted — him. Mr. de Valera explained 
in the Dail that it was by reason of his own 
vote that his nomination was not carried, 
and he gave permission to have the matter 
raised in the Dail. 

“ I nominated Mr. de Valera as one of the 
plenipotentiaries in the Dail at that time,” 
said President Cosgrave. ‘‘ His nomination 
was seconded by Mr. Gavan Duffy. My 
recollection is fairly clear on the subject, 
and my case was that Mr. de Valera, as 
the leader in Ireland at that time, shouid 
have undertaken the responsibility of leader- 
ship, and should have gone over as one cf 
the plenipotentiaries.”’ 

BANK DEPOSITS. 

The second document to which he wished 
to refer was a pamphlet which set out the 
deposits in the banks for the years 1923-4- 
25-26. That document was being circulated 
giving figures in support of the charge that 
the prosperity of the country had declined 
since 1922, and that the present Government 
was responsible for that decline. If the 
Government admitted that—and, of courie, 
they did not—the British Government might 
reasonably claim that the increase in the 
bank deposits in years from 1914 to 1920 
was due to their administration, and le 
thought that even the most pronounced 
exponent of Mr. de Valera’s party would 
scarcely agree to that contention. 

He took it that there had been a reduction 
of bank deposits of something like forty 
millions in four years, but he would remind 
them of the danger of drawing conclusions 
from these figures. Speaking in a general 
way it might be true that fluctuations i: 
bank deposits and bank clearances provided 
an indication of the trend of the country's 
prosperity, but only an indication. No hard 
vs fast deductions could be drawn from 
them. 

Factors existed which, when they came 
into operation, disturbed their value {ir 
comparative purposes. For example, if 
the purchasing power of money went 
down the might have increased 
deposits and redu wealth. If one had 
£10 in the bank in 1914 one would be rela- 
tively in a better position than with £15 on 
deposit at present, and the converse held 
good if the purchasing power of money were 
enhanced. In normal] times the disturbin 
factors more or less each other, and 
for this reason a decline in bank deposits 
indicated a decline in prosperity; but for the 
same. reason in abnorr ; times a decline in 
bank deposits might have an entirely different

Reference bad been made to the deciine 
in population since 1 He wondered 
whether it had occurred to the compilers of 
these figures that a considerable proportion 
of that decrease as between March, 1922, 
and March, 1926, was due to the evacuation 
of the British forces and their wives and 
families. In the same ocument the cost of 
the British Government in Ireland between 
1914-1918 was averaged, and, judging by their 
other figures, they were probably wrong, but 
he had not goné into them. The four years’ 
average was compared with the average for 
the four years 1922 :; 1926. The first 
difficulty was that they included in the last 
four years the 22 millions the irregulars had 
cost. 

A second difficulty was that during 1914-18 
the cost of living increased gradually from 
100 to 200 per cent., with an average of not 
less than 150; the average figure for the 
years 1922-26 was over 180. Therefore, if 
they admitted all consideration of increased 
services, new developmeiit or capital charges 
therefor, the basis of comparison in money 
figures was fundamentally wrong. 

The only moral to be drawn from these 
documents was that a fool. when he got loose 
on figures. was dangerous, but a dishonest 
man when he got Sess on figures was a 
menace to society.

It unquestionably 
asserted the authority of the majority of the 
people, but now having seen the error of 
that particular way, an alternative method 
was being adopted, and various parties, when 
this matter came before the Dail, from whom 
better sense might have been expected, were 
unable to resist the temptation to vote for 
the introduction of Mr. Breen’s bill.

TION TO A MEETING.

DUNGARVAN, Tuesday. 

Owing to a motor breakduwn, Mr. de 
Valera was two hours later than schedule 
arriving to address a meeting here to-day. 
While Mr. M. O’Ryan, who presided, was 
addressing the audience, which was of good 
dimensions, a voice asked: “Was there ever 
an honest politician?’ 

“Yes,” replied the Chairman, “and he 
will stand up here immediately. ' (Cheers.) 

Mr. de Valera said that they should vote 
for the right of the people to govern them- 
selves withent any outside influences. It was 
a were object of government in any 
civilised country to provide work for every 
man willing to work. They could develop 
the resources of the country, and there was 
no way except to have their Government 
according to the wishes of the people. They 
would be prepared to give allegiance to a 
constitution framed by the Irish people them- 
selves and they were prepared to work fur 
the Irish peopie, but they would not give 
allegiance to’a foreign Power. If the people 
elected Irishmen who refused to take the 


loath, then the oath became a dead letter. If 


they refused to work the machinery, then the 
machinery would be no use, and.it would not 
be a barrier to keep out any people that 
would like to work for the good of tho 
country. 


SHANNON SCHEME WAGES. 

Meetings in support of the Fianna Fail 
candidates for North Dublin were addressed 
at Beresford e and Marlborough street 
last night by Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly, Mr. B.

GOVERNOR-GENERAL AND 
HIS “ NOTICE TO QUIT.” 
Speaking yesterday at the distibution of 
prizes to the girls of the Royal Drummond 
Institution at Bray, Mr. T. M. Healy, the 
Governor-General of the Irish Free State, 
who was presented with a leather wallet by 
the pupils, said that it was a very great 
pleasure for him to come there. When the 
Drummond Institution was situated in his 
parish at Chapelizod he was well acquainted 

with the good work which it did. 

You have been good enough, he said, to 
express the hope that I will come here again 
next year. Nobody knows what is going to 
happen between this year and next. I have 
already received notice to quit from a very 
famous lady in the South of Ireland. 1 think 
it is gratifying, when reflecting upon that 
honour, that she has taken to the platform 
at the instance of His Majesty, because the 
proclamation dissolving the Dail and sum- 
moning the next one has been issued by me 
in the name of His Majesty King George V. 
(Applause.) This contribution of loyalty has 
moved me to the very depths—(Laughter)— 
and I only hope that during this election 
nobody will remind her that, much, appar- 
ently, as she abhors what is-called a foreign 
King—as to herself, her mother was English 
—that every time she speaks she is speaking 
at my instance and the one that she so much 
abhors. If ever she comes to the Dail, she 
will come in accordance with the Royal 
Warrant. (Applause.) 

Dealing with the investment of the funds 
of the Institution, the Governor-General said 
that £12,000 was invested’ in the Irish Free 
State Loan, which was issued at 95, and now 
stood at 100; £5,000 was invested in Great 
Southern Railway Debentures and £500 in 
Land Stock. A number of people during the 
election proposed not to pay that any more, 
but he did not think that they need have any 
fear upon that subject. The investments were 
a splendid tribute to those who had managed 
the institution. (Applanse.) 

BENEFITS OF THE INSTITUTION. 

Lord Glenavy, in moving a vote of thanks 
to the Governor-General, said that he did not 
think that it was quite well known to persons 
who were a little interested in the institution, 
what the benefits were. He could not imagine 
that there were not in the Free State a num- 
ber of orphan children of deceased soldiers 
who were eligible for that institution, where 
they would receive free of cost a most ex- 
cellent training and education, and the best 
of attention and care. If their surviving rela- 
tives were fully acquainted with its ad- 
vantages, he believed that the institution 
would be full, instead of, as at present, only 
about three-parts fall. It would accommodate 
fifteen or twenty more children 

They received some of these children from

year thirty British regiments sent their sub- 
scriptions to its support. The benefits were

The sudden departure of three British 
battleships'from Malta for Port Said and 
Alexandria has focussed public interest un 
the state of affairs in Egypt. Since the 
murder of Sir Lee Stack in 1924 there has 
been comparative quiet in that wayward 
land; but ufder the surface political dis- 
content has been simmering, and it seems 
now that another attempt is being made to 
deiy the British Government. By virtue 
of the unilateral declaration of 1922 
control of the Egyptian Army was retained 
by Great Britain, and was vested in the 
person of the Sirdar. When Sir Lee Stack 
was shot the office of Sirdar was left 
vacant, but control of the Army was trans- 
ferred to Huddleston Pasha, who was Sir 
Lee Stack’s second in command. - Since 
that time Huddleston Pasha has retired, 
leaving Spinks Pasha as acting Sirdar, and 
this officer has performed his rather deli- 
cate duties to the apparent satisfaction of 
everybody. Of recent months, however, the 
Wafd has been reasserting its authority, 
and even the peace-loving Ministers of the 
Egyptian Government have become in- 
fected by the virus of political unrest. The 
present crisis arose over the Army. As a 
result of the strongest pressure by the 
Wafd the War Committee of the Egyptian 
Parliament has refused to grant further 
credi!» for the maintenance of the acting 
Sirdar. It made recommendations 
which, if they should be adopted, would 
result in the disappearance of ‘British in- 
fluence from "eypt's military affairs. The 
Committee's action is a direct challenge to 
Britain’s position in Egypt, and Lord 
Lloyd, the High Commissioner, has met it 
m a prompt and decisive way.

Consent to the abolition of the 
Sirdarate would involve the betrayal of 
that trust; the Army immediately 
would become the instrument of the Wafd, 
which does not. hide its ambition to drive 
the British out of the country. Apart from 
all considerations of principle, Britain 
cannot afford to leave Egypt. The Suez 
Canal is, perhaps, the most vital link in 
the chain of imperial communications. 
The former Kaiser described it as the 
jugular vein of the British Empire, and 
its control by British forces is essential 
to the Commonwealth’s interests. There 


for 


can be no compromise in such a 
matter. In 1922 His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment made generous concessions to 


Egyptian sentiment, and was repaid by the 
terrible events of 1924. It can go no 
Britain must keep control of 
Egypt’s armed forces for her own pro- 
tection, and Sarwat Pasha must be made 
fo realise that this time His Majesty’s 
Government is in earnest. Fortunately, 
Lord Lloyd has no intention of yielding 
to the threats of the Wafd, and, if he 
obtains the necessary. support from 
London, there is little doubt that he will 
succeed in resolving a situation that has 
become dangerously acute. 

The moving spirit in all Egyptian dis- 
content is Zaghlul Pasha, President of 
the Chamber of Deputies in Cairo. He is 
a brilliantly clever fanatic, who is pre- 
pared to go to almost any length in 
pursuit of his wild aims, and he is all the 
more dangerous because he is utterly 
Zaghlul cares nothing for 
material prosperity. He knows quite well 
that for more than forty years British 
brains and British enterprise have been 
building up a sound economy in Egypt 
and the Sudan; that Britain has been re- 
sponsible for the remarkable works of 
irrigation that have transformed the 
Valley of the Nile, and that, without 
British capital, Egypt would relapse into a 
condition of virtual barbarity. If Britain 
should leave Egypt to her own devices to- 
morrow, at 
Power would assume control of her affairs 
at the earliest opportunity, and the Wafd 
would receive short. shrift. The 
whole balance of European politics would 
be upset. Issues of the gravest import- 
ance would be raised in the most perilous 
form, and another Agadir might set 
Europe in a blaze. Egypt's future is 
bound up in that of the British Empire. 
Her political aspirations can be satisfied 
within the four corners of the Impérial 
Commonwealth, but to expect Great 
Britain to abandon the Suez Canal would 
be as absurd as to expect her to abandon 
the Rock of Gibraltar, Firmness now may 
save much trouble at a later date, and it 
is to be hoped earnestly that Lord Lloyd 
will receive the fullest support from the 
home Government. The lessons of 1924 
must not be forgotten.

Imperial Research. 


A spacious scheme for the organisation 
of agricultural production throughout the 
British Colonies has been submitted to the 
Colonial Office by the Committee charged 
with investigation of colonial resources. 
The Committee’s report, which will be laid 
before the Governments. concerned, em- 
braces the dependencies which are not self- 
governing, including colonies, protectorates 
and mandated territories ; and ‘the magni- 
tude of the Colonial Empire is seen in the 
fact that some 2,000,000 square miles, with 
a population of 50,000,000 souls, are in- 
volved. In 1926 the agricultural exports 
of the Colonies amounted in value to 
£75,000,000, exclusive of. rubber, which 
accounted for nearly £100,000,000 more. 
At the beginning of the century colonial 
trade was barely one quarter as large. 
Throughout the colonial lands, agriculture, 
including stock-rearing, is the main 
occupation of the natives. It follows that 
the improvement of these countries, and 
of the lot of their people, must begin 
with the general development of colonial 
agriculture—a provess which lends itself 
to the increased consumption of British 
manufactured goods. The Committee's 
report recommends the constitution of a 
central council for colonies, on which 
scietice and colonial administrative ex- 
perience shall be represented, If the 
council comes to be appointed, its first 


functions will be to recommend lines of 


research and to maintain an imperial 


chain of research stations stationed in the 
Colonies, and linked to the Empire 
Marketing Board. A clearing-house of 
information will be established in order 
to. enable scientific workers in, for 
example, tropical Africa, to exchange data 
with fellow-workers whose observations are 
made in Trinidad. A small reserve of 
scientific workers wil) be mobilised, and a 
Colonia] Agricultural Research Service 
will be formed. It is suggested that the 
council shall include the Director of the 
Royal Botanic Gardens, Kew ; the Director 
of the Imperial Bureau of Entomology, 
and representatives of chemistry and 
veterinary science, beside delegates from 
the Imperial Institute and the Colonial 


Office. Here is a far-reaching plan, 
the initiation of which is estimated 
to cost £175,000. It entails the 


creation of a new service, as attractive to 
youthful ambition as was the Indian Civil 
Service in past years. High qualifica- 
tions of mind and body will be required 
of the men who will work in those far- 
flung, backward lands, under the direction 
of the central council, and the finest 
traditions of imperial service will be 


Pests and plagues must be fought, wild 
land must be cleared and irrigated, seed 
and cattle breeds must be bred, men who 
to-day are illiterate must be educated and 
trained to work by European standards. 
When these things are done grain will 
spring from land now desert, barbarous 
peoples will be housed in comfortable 
homesteads, and cotton, rubber and rice 
will load the holds of ships engaged in 
the new colonial trade. This is the end 
towards which colonial policy has been 
shaped since the children of the five seas 
brought their wares to Wembley. 


A Million Houses. 


House-building has made definite pro- 
Sress in this country during the past 
three years. Northern Ireland has begun 
to cope successfully with the demand for 
smal] houses in her industrial areas. In 
the Free State, though the housing 
problem is still far from solution, a good 
start has been made; and the growth of 
thousands of new dwellings has changed 
the whole aspect of Dublin’s outer suburbs. 
Naturally, Ireland cannot hope to rival 
the development of house-building in Great 
Britain, where, since the end of the war, 
huge resources of public and private enter- 
prise have heen concentrated on this 
urgent need. Some time ago the Minister 
for Health estimated that 100,000 new 
houses must be built yearly in England 
and Wales—70,000 to meet the normal 
growth of the population, and 30,000 to 
replace houses that fall out of use through 
decay or other causes. In the light of 
this estimate the figures for the twelve 
months which ended on March S3lst are 
cheerful reading. Mr. Chamberlain had 
anticipated that the total output for the 
year would reach 200,000 for the first time 
since the Armistice; actually, it reached 
the remarkably high figure of 217,629. 
Thus, in the past twelve months, the 
normal needs of the population of Eng- 
land and Wales have been met, and the 
arrears which accumulated during the war 
have been reduced by the big number of 
117,000 houses. Moreover, there are many 
signs that last year’s total—to which may 
be added some 15,000 houses built in 
Scotland—will be equalled and, perhaps, 
exceeded in the present year. 
these new houses were built by private 
enterprise, and the remainder received 
assistance, under various Housing Acts, 
from local authorities. Since the Armis- 
‘tice nearly 900,000 new houses of all kinds 
have been erected in England and Wales— 
more than half of them within the last 
three years, and some five-eighths of the 
total by private builders. The latest 
ficures may help to decide the fate of the 
Rent Restriction Act, which will come up 
for review before the summer recess. It 
is understood, however, that, as the supply 
of houses remains inadequate in some in- 
dustrial districts, the Government favours 
the continuance of rent restriction for at 
least another year.

Crocodiles as Pets. 


A lady in Paris has left her husband, 
an officer of the French Colonial Service, 
because he installed seventy young 
crocodiles in the bathroom of their flat. 
The animals crawled about the house, gave 
the children nightmares and, generally, 
were tiresome and inconvenient. This 
gentleman’s enterprise, although, perhaps, 
excessive, deserves to take its place among 
pioneer attempts at the domestication of 
the wilder animals. Eminence scarcely 
could be gained at this late hour by the 
use of leopards, apes, tortoises oP live 
oysters as pets: that has been done before. 
The elephant long .since has been sub- 
dued to buns and professional entertain- 
ment. One of the greatest achievements 
of mankind, it has been said, is the tam- 
ing of the cat—that strange, fierce creature 
of the heights and the forest. To those 
who wish to extend the range of domestic 
animals in these countries Mr. Hilaire 
Belloc has recommended the yak, which is 
found on the plains of Thibet, although 
he has warned us against the python: 

He had an aunt in Yucatan, 
Who bought a python from a man, 
And kept it tor a pet— 

with fatal consequences. What thousands 
of years of adaptation and kindness have 
done for cats might be done for crocodiles, 
alligators and gavials. We doubt, however, 
if the crocodile ever will share the cat’s 
popularity with children. He cannot curl 
up so nicely ; he has no accomplishment to 
compete with purring, and, although in 
time he might develop into a faithful and 
affectionate companion, it is to be feared 
that he still would “weep and deeply 
sympathise ” with his human friends after 
the manner of Lewis Carroll’s walrus. The 
‘economic aspect also is formidable. 
Crocodiles often grow to be over thirty 
feet long, and only rich connoisseurs could 
afford the requisite accommodation in 
their bathrooms. To begin with so large a 
number as seventy argues in the Paris 
gentleman an enthusiasm for these animals 
that amounts almost to eccentricity.

FASCISTS MU -RDERED IN 
NEW YORK,

NEW YORK, Tuesday, 

Three disturbances. marred the obsery- 
ance of Memorial Day in New York yester- 
day. In the Bronx two Italian Fascists, 
on their way to join a delegation of four 
hundred other Black-shirted members of 
their organisation, who marched in the 
war veterans’ parade, were shot and 
stabbed to death by  anti-Fascists. 
Although the attacks were witnessed by 
nearly a hundred people, the assailants 
escaped into a crowded Italian quarter and 
were not afterwards seen, 

After the parade had been disbanded 
three anti-Fascists attacked one of the 
marchers in front of the Fascist head- 
quarters in Forty-fifth street, close to 
Times square. Aroused by his cries a 
score of his fellow-Fescists rushed to the 
rescue with canes. Police reserves stopped 
the disturbance, but made no arrests. 

In Jamaica, Long Island, a thousand 
hooded and cloaked members of the Klu 
Klux Klan, accompanied by four hundred 
women, were twice expelled from the 
Memorial Day parade by police, but ulti- 
mately succeeded in marching past the ‘re- 
viewing stand and depositing a wreath, 
marked with the letters K.K.K., at the 
foot of the war memorial. 

Headed by one hundred Nassau Country 
Rangers, their own police, they burst 
through the ranks of the city police and 
climbed over motor cars sent across their 
path. Policemen were struck by women in 
the turmoil before the reviewing stand, 
and three arrests were made. 

The Police Commissioner is investigating 
charges of alleged brutality against the 


police.

MOB ATTACKS JAIL.

ATTEMPT TO SECURE AN 
ALLEGED MURDERER, 


TAMPA (FLORIDA), Tuesday. 

A frenzied mob of two thousand persons 
was held at bay last night by local officers 
guarding the county jail, but only after a 
dozen persons, including one woman, had 
been wounded. 

The mob was in search of a prisoner 
named Levins, who was reported to have 
confessed to having murdered an entire 
family of five persons, of the name of 
Merrill. 

Streams of ammonia, directed by the 
chemical squad of the local fire depart- 
ment, were resorted to in order to dis- 
courage the attackers, but the mob, refused 
to disperse. Some took up a position in 
a negro church opposite the jail, and, 
from that point of vantage, returned the 
fire. 

Others secured heavy ‘timbers, which 
they used as battering rams against the 
walls of the jail. On one attack fifty 
men succeeded in breaking through one of 
the walls, and two of the attackers who 
fell in the hole thus made were imme- 
diately arrested and placed in the cells. 

At daybreak a company of the militia 
arrived. Leaving the motor trucks in 
which they had been conveyed, they 
marched in military formation to the jail. 
The mob’s sharpshooters, however, con- 
tinued firing on the jail for a while, but 
when it was reported that two more com- 
panies of the militia were on their way, 
most of the rioters went home.

PROPOSED FRANCO- 
AMERICAN PACT. 


WAR TO BE OUTLAWED. 


NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

The American newspapers, commenting 
this morning on the proposed new treaty 
with France, the work of Professors Shot- 
well and Chamberlain, which Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, President of Columbia 
University, promulgated yesterday, cite 
the recent suggestion of M. Briand that 
war should be outlawed as between France 
and the United States. 

It is recalled in this connection that 
not only is there in existence a treaty of 
arbitration with France, but also that 
similar treaties with Great Britain and 
other Powers have only recently expired. 
The proposed treaty is made up almost 
entirely of extracts either from the exist- 
ing arbitration treaty with France or from 
the Pact of Locarno 

The Republican Herald Tribune calls. 
the proposed pact a forward step, but not 
a very great advance. 

The Democratic Times says that it is 
‘“* an intelligent and high-minded effort to 
bring a great humane feeling within reach 
of practical realisation.”’ 

Messages from Washington state that it 
is doubtful whether the draft of the 
treaty will inspire conversations between 
Paris and Washington, but there were 
indications last night that the subject 
would receive the serious consideration of 
American officials.

Sarwat Pasha, who succeeded him, 
has been confronted with the same diffi- 
culties in an even more demonstrative 
form. 

Zaghlul Pasha, the leader of the Waid 
Party, is now the Speaker of the House, 
and it would be natural to assume that his 
experience and his authority should enable 
him to restrain his hot-headed followers, 
and to ensure reasonable support for the 
Government on critical occasions. What- 
ever his personal disposition may be, he 
has displayed no power to restrain the 
renewed aggressiveness of the extremists 
in his own party. That these extremists 
have steadily asserted their intention of 
subjugating all power, office, and authority 
in Egypt to their own control is a phase 
of Egyptian party politics that does not 
immediately concern us. But more re- 
cently, in the course of a subtle partisan 
campaign, they have boldly attacked the 
problem of public security in which the 
British position in Egypt is deeply in- 
volved.

REVIEW 
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APPLECROSS THE FANCIED 
OUTSIDER. 

The Times Racing Correspondent, writing 

on the chances of the big four, Adam’s 


Apple, Call Boy, Sickle, and Hot Night, in 
to-day’s Derby race, says :— 

“TIT will admit at once that Hot Night is 
probably the only brilliant colt in the race. 
His defeat of Damon at Newmarket last July 
was magnificent, and so was his great battle 
which ended in his fayour with Chantrey at 
York last month. If he had run on those 
two occasions only there would be no 
doubt who would be favourite for the 
Derby, — but, like many colts of 
genius, he is strangely erratic, and the fact 
remains that in the two races in which he has 
met Call Boy he has been beaten by Mr. 
Curzon’s handsome colt. 

Of the big four, then, if I am to treat the 
race seriously, [ must consider that Call Boy 
has the best claims to selection ‘There are 
always people, who, when they know that on 
form a certain celt ought to win a certain 
race, always try to find some reason why he 


should not. One . expert does. not like 
the shape of his head, another 
does not like his eye, and 


yet another does not approve of his breed- 
ing, which, he alleges, indicates lack of 
stamina. 

I will admit that I have seen thorough- 
breds with strofiger heads, but many of 
them did not win such races as Call Boy has 


won. Such is the case for Call Boy, and, 
in my opinion, is a good one, but people 
will say that anyone could tip. Call Boy, 


who is favourite for the race. “ Find us, 
they say, ‘‘an outsider who will win.’ 

I cannot do that, as I have already argued 
that Call Boy ought to win. I can suggest 
the names of several outsiders who should 
run well, and, if the result of the race is to 
be unexpected, one of them might be the 
colt to provide the surprise: “The best out- 
siders seem to me to be Applecross, Damon 


and Treat. On form the winner should be 
Call Boy. I consider the best outsider is 
Applecross.

HE Dó os State "Town Tenants’ 
Commission yesterday issued its 
interim report on the working of the 
Small Dwellings Acquisition Act, 1899. 
The report has not yet been considered 
by the Executive. It deals only with one 
aspect of the subject, referred to the Com- 
mission, ‘this being in the Commission's 
view more urgent than those aspects.which 
will be treated in the final report. 
Among the Commission’s recommenda- 
tions one of the most important concerns 


advances for acquisition of ownership 
Under the Act of 1919 the maximum 
advance was fixed at £800: The local 


authority. had power to advance as much 
as 90 per cent, of the value of the house, 
and the period allowed for repayment was 
50 vears. 

The Commission takes the view that..in 
Dublin and the larger towns the restric- 
tion of advances to £800 might in some 
eases defeat the purpose of the Act. It, 
therefore, recommends that in such cases 
advances should be made in 
houses with a market value not exceeding 
£1,200 ; but it advises no extension of the 
90 per cent. limit or of the period of 
repayment. 

In the case of speculative building it 
recommends a provision authorising ad- 
vances to builders who are erecting houses 
suitable for purchase under the Acts. The 
conditions oí these advances are explained 
below. 

COMMISSION'S PURPOSE. 

The Commission, it will be remembered, 
was constituted by the Free State Govern- 
ment on the 20th of last January “to 
inquire into and examine the existing law 
governing the relationship of landlord and 
tenant in respect of holdings in urban 
districts, towns and villages, and further 
to inquire into and examine the working 
of the Small Dwellings Acquisition <Actf, 
1899, with a view to ascertaining to what 
extent the purpose aimed at by the Act 
was achieved and in what respect, if anv, 
an amendment of the Act or an extension 
of its principle is desirable.”’ 

In the course of its interim report, 
which has been presented to the Executive 
Council, the Commission explains that the 
first part of its inquiry isstill in progress. 
but that, as the Commission has heard 
all available evidence in regard to the 
second part, and has agreed to its recom- 
it considers it 
present an interim report. 

SUGGESTED AMENDMENTS. 

Under the 1899 Act, says the interim 
report, an advance for the acquisition of 
the ownership of a house could not be 
made where, in the opinion of the local 
authority, the market value of the house 
exceeded £400; and the period of repay- 
ment was not to exceed 30 years from the 
date of the advance. By the Housing 
(Ireland) Act, 1919, this limit of £400 
was raised to £800, while the local 
authority was empowered to advance up 
to 90 per cent. of the value, and fhe period 
of payment was extended from 30 to 50 
years. These extensions in the application 
of the.Act were made.in Great Britain 
also in 1919; but there, by the Housing 
Act of 19235, ‘the limit in respect of the 
market value has since béén raised fo 
£1,200. ‘‘ While we are satisfied,” savs 
the Commission, “that in  Saorstat 
Eireann the application of the Act in 
many urban districts might reasonably be 
limited to houses with a market value not 
exceeding £800, we are of opinion that in 
Dublin and the larger towns restriction to 
this amount would, to some extent, ‘defeat 
the purposes of the Acts. “ We recom- 
mend, therefore, that the limit should be 
raised’so as to enable advances to be made 
in respect of houses with a market value 
not exceeding £1,200.”’ 

The Commission does not recommend, 
any alteration in the limitation of the 
amount of the advance to 90 per cent. of 
the market value. The success of any 
amending Act, it thinks, ‘“‘ must depend 
largely upon the local authorities beinz 
adequately financed for the purpose of 
advances under the Act, and this could not 
be hoped for if the security offered by the 
present 10 per cent. margin were to be inter- 
fered with.” The period of repayment, it 
is pointed out, must be sufficiently short 
to secure a gradual appreciation in the 
value of the security consequent upon the 
gradual reduction in the amount of the 
loan outstanding. 

SPECULATIVE BUILDING 

A suggestion was made to the Commis- 
sion that it would facilitate the erection 
of houses if advances to persons desirin 
to build were made during the course of 
the building operations. “ While agreeing 
in general with the suggestion, which aims 
at. encouraging what is most of all to be 
desired—namely, the erection of more 
houses, we believe, says the report, that 
more beneficial results could be obtained by 
loans to speculative builders, who erect 
houses with a view to an immediate sale 
on completion. ‘‘ Without prejudice to 
the adoption of provisions similar to those 
in the British Act of 1923, we recommend 
a provision authorising advances to 
builders erecting houses suitable for pur- 
chase under the Acts.”’ 


TERMS OF SUCH LOANS. 

“The terms and conditions of the loan 
in such cases would have to be adapted to 
the circumstances of a loan, the repayment 
of which is to be made out of the purchase 
money when the contemplated sale is 
effected. It would seem to meet the re- 
quirements of the case if the loan were 
made repayable on a sale, or at least on 
the expiration of six months from the 
completign of the house. The purchaser 
could obtain his advance for the purchase 
under the ordinary provisions of the Act,
